The 
j law provides further that the pris­ 
oner shall be credited with $1.50 a 
day while in jail and that the amount 
accumulated during the time he is 
serving his sentence shall be deduct­ 
ed from his fine. 
Last Thursday Deitrick went to 
Mt. Carroll and gave himself up to 
the sheriff, stating that he would go 
to jail rather than pay the fine. He 
was accordingly locked up, and Roy­ 
e r ’ deposited $91 with Sheriff Doty 
to pay for the prisoner’s board dur­ 
ing the six months he will be in 
the county jail.
